McKay Urges 
Statehood 
For Hawaii 


WASHINGTON 
(/P)—Secretary 
of the Interior McKay today urged 
Congress to grant Hawaii immed­ 
iate statehood. 
In a statement for a House In­ 
terior subcommittee hearing, Mc­ 
Kay called for legislation to let 
Hawaii become the 4 9th state upon 
a determination by the President 
that all requirements laid down 
by Congress hav e been met. 
Ev en though Hawaii has a pro­ 
posed state constitution already in 
ex istence, he said, the bill before 
the committee would put off state­ 
hood for the territory until Con­ 
gress passes another bill approv ­ 
ing a constitution. 
McKay said he could see no rea­ 
son for such a requirement when 
the 
proposed 
constitution 
“ has 
been in ex istence for ov er two 
y ears, and has receiv ed attention.” 
He added: 
“ So far as I am aware, its pro­ 
v isions are fully in accord with 
the essential principles of good 
gov ernment on the American plan. 
“ If howev er, the proposed con­ 
stitution does contain any thing the 
Congress 
d e e m s objectionable, 
then it seems to me the time for 
taking correctiv e action is now, 
not later. 
“ On the other hand, if there is 
nothing objectionable in the pro­ 
posed constitution—and I believ e 
there is not—then it seems to me 
the thing to do is to prov ide x x x 
that Hafv aii shall be admitted into 
the uni a: upon th • basis of a de­ 
ter mina don by the President that 
all the requirements prescribed by 
the bill hav e been fulfilled.” 
The secretary noted that 11 of 
the 13 states which entered the 
union during the last 8 9 y ears were 
admitted upon the basis of such 
a presidential determination au­ 
thorized by Congress. 
McKay quoted President Eisen­ 
hower’s statement in his State of 
the Union message that Hawaii 
should promptly be granted state­ 
hood “ with the first election sched­ 
uled for 195 4 .” He said he whole­ 
heartedly supports the President’s 
v iews.

Beef produced under 
federal inspection last week was 
27 per cent greater than the cor­ 
responding week in 1952. 
Prices for cattle and the dressed

have 
declined 
sharply. 
The average cost of live steers at, 
eight big markets last week was 
33 per cent under the correspond­ 
ing period last year. This week’s 
steer top at National Stock Yards 
o.f $25.75 ewt. compares with a 
high of $35.50 in the corresponding 
week last year. 
Steer and heifer cattle closed 
the week 50 cents to $i lower; 
cows mostly 50 cents reduced and 
bulls off 50 cents to $1. Veal calves 
suffered a $3 break in response 
to a sharply lower dressed trade. 
Good and choice steers and heifers 
bulked at $20.50 to $24; commercial 
and low good $17 to $20. Veal 
calves late sold downward from 
$38.

WASHINGTON 
i/P)—Secretary 
of the Interior McKay today urged 
Congress to grant Haw-aii immed­ 
iate statehood.

Kay called for legislation to let 
Hawaii become the 49th state upon 
a determination by the President 
that all requirements laid down 
by Congress have been met.

McKay said he could see no rea­

“So far as I am aware, its pro­ 
visions are fully in accord with 
the essential principles of good 
government on the American plan. 
“If however, the proposed con­ 
stitution does contain anything the 
Congress d e e m s objectionable, 
then it seems to me the time for 
taking corrective action is now, 
not later. 
“On the other hand, if there is 
nothing objectionable in the pro­ 
posed constitution—and I believe 
there is not—then it seems to me 
the thing to do is to provide x x x 
that Hawaii shall be admitted into 
the u n ’ i: upon th • basis of a de­ 
termination by the President that 
all the requirements prescribed by 
the bill have been fulfilled.” 
The secretary noted that 11 of 
the 13 states which entered the 
union during the last 89 years were 
admitted upon the basis of such 
a presidential determination au ­ 
thorized by Congress. 
McKay quoted President Eisen­ 
hower’s statement in his State of 
the Union message that Hawaii 
should promptly be granted state­ 
hood “with the first election sched­ 
uled for 1954.” He said he whole­ 
heartedly supports the President’s 
views.

Free China Openly Defies 
1945 Pact with Soviet 


Declares Treaty Nullf Void 
In Dramatic Cold War Move 


TAIPEH, Formosa (/R)—Chiang K ai-Shek’s free China, in a d ra­ 
matic cold war move of open defiance to Soviet Russia, today an­ 
nounced it was declaring null and void the Nationalist Chineese- 
Russian treaty of 1945. The move clears the way for Nationalist parti­ 
cipation in any blockade of the Red Chinese mainland. The treaty, 
signed ¿n Moscow in 1945, was an 
outgrowth of the Yalta agreement. 
It gave Russia full rights to two 
Manchurian ports, Darien and Port 
Arthur. 
U. S. Not Consulted 
Foreign Minister George Yeh de­ 
clared the United States had not 
been consulted on the action be­ 
cause “it was purely an internal 
matter.” 
Nationalist China declared the 
treaty had been “violated and nul­ 
lified by the Soviet Union in car­ 
rying out its program of aggres­ 
sion in China.” 
The Nationalist foreign office 
recommended the step Feb. 11 and 
it was approved by the Cabinet. 
It still requires approval by the 
legislature. 
But this is a m ere formality. 
Apart from giving Russia special 
rights in 
Manchuria the treaty 
agreed to a plebiscite. The out­ 
come of which was to m ake Outer 
Mongolia a technically indepen­ 
dent state, but for all practical 
purposes part of the Soviet Union. 
Renunciation 
of

means among other things that 
free China’s ultim ate plans in­ 
clude the detachment of Outer 
Mongolia from the Soviet orbit.

clover, the previous leading hay 
combination. The average pro­ 
duction of alfalfa hay for the 3 
years 1950-52 was over 40 per 
cent greater than timothy and 
clover. In 1951 for the first time 
one state (Wisconsin) had close 
to 2,000,000 acres of alfalfa from 
which was harvested 5,000,000 
tons of hay. California, however, 
has the highest average produc­ 
tion over a period of years. 
In the 3 years 1950-52 there 
were 12 states which produced 
an average of over 1,000,000 tons 
of hay per year. These in order 
are. California, Wisconsin, Min­ 
nesota, Nebraska, Iowa, Idaho, 
Illinois, Kansas, Michigan, Colo­ 
rado, South Dakota, and Mon­ 
tana, which altogether averaged 
29 million tons or 70 per cent of 
the total for the United States 
and 2,400,000 tons per state. 
A number of new or improved 
varieties 
of alfalfa 
have ap­ 
peared in recent years and certi­ 
fied seed of most of them can 
be obtained now from seed deal­ 
ers 
These 
varieties 
may be 
grouped into hardy and non­ 
hardy varieties and into wilt-re­ 
sistant and wilt-susceptible vari­ 
eties. With both factors the dif­ 
ferences are not always clearly 


defined but are largely a m at­ 
ter of degree. 
Ranger is hardy, and Buffalo 
moderately hardy, both wilt-re­ 
sistant. 
Ladak is hardy and m oderate­ 
ly wilt-resistant. 
Grimm. Baltic, Hardigan, Cos­ 
sack, are old and tried, hardy, 
wilt-susceptible varieties. 
Atlantic and N arragansett are 
widely adapted wilt-susceptible 
new varieties, Atlantic more or 
less hardy 
and 
N arragansett 
very hardy. 
Talent is a Pacific and Wil­ 
liamsburg, a Middle Atlantic va­ 
riety. 
Nomad, Sevelra and Rhizoma 
are dryland grazing winter hardy 
types. 
The last 6 named are as yet 
available only in limited quan­ 
tities. 
In prophesying regarding the 
future of alfalfa, Dr. L. F. G raber 
of Wisconsin said in CROPS & 
SOILS: 
“With large stocks of 
foundation seed for rapid in­ 
creases of new and superior vari­ 
eties for northern and for south­ 
ern latitudes and for humid and 
arid climates as well, it is diffi­ 
cult to envision the m agnitude of 
the impacts that alfalfa will have 
on the agriculture of North Am er­ 
ica in the years ahead.'’
